tiſm of 7ohz until the time of his Aſcenſion ira Heaven ) 
ſhould be choſen in his place ro be a witneſs of his reſurre&j- 
0n3 whereupon two were appointed forth, 7ojiph called Bay{a- 
bas, who was firnamed 7uſt::s, aud Matthias : when after the 
Apoſtles had prayed to the Lord for direQtions m this point , 
they gave forth their Lots, which Lot fell upon Matthizs, who 
[thereupon was numbred with the eleven Apoltles. He 
'Preached the Goſpel in Ethzopia, about the Haven called Hy/- 
ſ#, and the River Phaſis, unto barbarous Nations and rave- 
nous of fleſh, He died at Sebatopols, where he was buried 
nigh the Temple of Sol ; ſo writeth 7erom, catalog, Ecclef Script. 
Orcumen, jrefat. in Art. But Peter de Natal. lib. 2. cap 149. 
faich, that ke Preached firſt in Macedonia ; and as Abdius, 
Ajoft. Hit. and Aaton. Chronic. tit, 6. ca). 15, do write, he 
came afterwards into 7id:a, where the Jews ſtoned him, and 
laſt of all beheaded him with aa Ax after rhe Roman manner. 
As be was the laſt of the twelve Apoſtles, ſo he is ſaid to be 
the Author of the laſt article che Creed, viz, 48d the life 
everlaſting, Aracn.

Aul otherwiſe ca'l:d Saul ( one of the Apoſtles, yet 
out of the number of the twelve, ) ws of the Tribe 
of Benjamin, and of a town of Jury called Giſca- 
lis, which town being taken of the Romans , he 
with his Parents fl:zd to Tarſus a town of Cili- 
cia, afterward was ſent up by his Parents to 7eri- 

ſabm, and there brought up in the knowledge of the Low, at 

the feet of Gamalirl, and was an aftor in the death of Ste)ben : 

And when he had received Letters from the High-Pri:ſt to 

perſecure the Chriſtians, by the way going to Damaſcus, he was 

firicken dowa of the Lords glory, and of a Perſecutor was 
made a Profeflor, an Apoſtle, a Martyr, a Wiznz(s of the 

Goſpel, and a Veilel of Eletion. Among his other manifold 

labou's and travels in ſpreading the Dofrine of Chriſt, he 

wan Sergius Paiilus the Proconſul of Cyprus to the faith of 

Chriſt, whereupon he took his name ( as ſome ſuppoſe J turn- 

ed from Saul:rs ro Paulus : After he had pafled through divers 

paces and Countries in his laborious peregrinations, he rcok 
to him Barrab.rs, and went up ro 7erifalem, to Peter, Fares 
and 7ohn, where he was ordained, and {ht out with Barzabat 
to Preach unto the Gentiles. As for his other great pains and 
work in the Goſpe., they are ſufficiently (2t torch by Sr. Luke 
n.his 47s of the 4'ofties, in which 1 hope not any of my

St. Mark Evangeliſt and Biſhop of Alexand1a. 


St. Mark is ſaid to be the Nephew, Diſciple and Interpreter 
of St, Pctery ; He preached the Goſpel unto the people of Alex- 
aniria, over whom he became their hrſt Biſhop : being at 
Rome he was entreated of the Brethren to write a Goſpel ; the 
wh:ch when Peter heard of, he allowed and commirted the 
ſaid Goſpe] with his authority to be read in the Church, Mark 
was not always refident at Alexandria, for he preached in all 
the border ng Regions from Feypt ro Pexta"olir, The Chriſti- 
ans under him at Alexaudria ( as Philo Judas writeth ) uſed 
the like Trade with them of whom Luke reporteth As 4. they 
had all things Common. He was ſo eminent!y (eſteemed in 
Italy and othcr places where he Preacbed the Goſpel, that he 
was and yet is retained the turelary Saint of Venice, Af. er all 
' his labours for the propagation of Chriſtianity, in the time of 
the Emperor T/4jaz, he had a cable rope tyed about bis neck 
in Alezand/1a, by the which he was drawn from the place cal 
led Byrolus, unto the place called Angels, where he was burn» 
ed to aſhes by the furious Idolacets in the month of April , 
and buried ar Bucolus, 
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Ft, Lulke the Evans, 


Like the Evangeliſt, of the City of 4-tich, by profeſſion 
a Phyſzian, baving his converſation for the moſt part with 
Pawlandigthe reſt of the Apoſtles, \eft us proufs of his skill,com- 
priſed in two volumes medicinable for +ur fou's health, which he 
ſought out among them. One of th: Goſpels which he re- 
porteth to have publiſhed accord-ng as he rec-aved it of them, 
which from the beginning were b-helders a4 miniſters of chis 
Dcrine ; the other of the Atts of the Apoſtles, where he come 
piled not enly the things he heard with his «cars, bur alfo the 
things ohich be ſaw with his eyes, And of Pauith-y ſav that 
he accuſtomed to mention the Goſpel of Luke, when 'e ſpake, 
as of his own , ſaying, According uato my Gaſpel, He di d at 
Evhiſus, where he was alſo buried, and atter many y*-rs :oge= 
ther with 4:1drew and Timothy, he was tranſlated to Co iſt antizen 
fl in the time of Coatautins the ſon of Conſtantine the greats 


Timothy B3Eop of Epheſus, 


Timothy was by his Father of Greekiſh , by his Mother of 
J:wiſh exrraQtion 3 He was the Diſciple of St. Paul, and by 
him placed Biſhop of Ebeſus, he preached the Goſpel of our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt from Epheſus ro 1Ilricum, and throughout 
Hellas in Achaia, where he died, and was honourably buried. 
St. Paw writ two Epiſtles unto him, the one from Laodiceag 
the oth:r from Rome, when he was brought the ſecond time 
defore Nero. 


Titus Biſhop of Creer. 


Tits w:3 Biſhop of Crect, whom St. Par placed there ( 
be ſairh in his Epiſtle to him ) to ſet in order things that were 
wanting, and for the ordination of Biſhops. He preached the 
Golpe] of Chrift there, and in all the Cougir; about. Inthe 
end hz: died ther?, and was revcrentiy buried 
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St. Barnabas Biſhop of Milan; 


Barnabas was allo reckoned an Apoſile, though not of the 
tumber of the twelve, he wis a miniſter of th» w-1d together 
with Pail, of whom Sr, Lake in the As of t'ie Apoſtles gi. 
veth this CharaCer, that be was a good man, azd fall of the Holy- 
Ghoſt, aud of faith, preached Chriſt hrſt at Rone , after- 
wards he was made Biſhop. of Milan. 


Joſeph Juſtus Biſhop of Elcutheropolis, 


This 7oſepb otherwiſe called Bar/abas, firnamed F.ſtus, was 
a great follower and witneſs of the docrine of Chriſt, of 
who Lyke wrote in the Aﬀts of the Apoltles,. that he was in 
eleQion :or an Apoſticſhip with Matthias, He was made Bi- 
ſhip of Elcuthero! ors. 


Joſeph of Arimathea tb: Britiſh 4A»oſile 


Sr, Foſerh of Arinathea, who entertained the body of Chriſt 
1:0 1115 ! comb, and his Do&rine into his heart, was a Ruler 
amongſt the J-ws, who fer his faith ſo hated , that (as 
is reported ) he was baniſhed his Country, and C2 oyer in» 
fo Brit4i/.jm the time of Kirg Ar1ira2us , with eleven other 
his aſſociates, © where they found* ſuch entertainment , that 
though the King himſe!: wou'd nor b: difſwaded from h s do» 
hatry by their Preachin», yer he a'lowed them twelye Hides of 
Ground t1a deſolate If] nd fall of Fens and Bramb'es, called 
the T1z-11112, fince by tranſ]}vion . Glaſſezoury ty Here thiy 
buil: a \m:1] Church made of Reds wartled or interwoven, li- 
ring th:re many veers, devourly ſerving God by watching z 
praying, faling :nd preaching, having high meditations under 
4 low Roof, and !arge hearts betwixt narrow walls z many 
were conyerted by th:m to the Chriſtian faith ; which Do- 
&rim2 was ſo ro«teq} in their hearts, that ir vas in great f-rce 
when 4/742 che Monk came cver kito Engla'd.

Thus then ( faith the ſtory, ) about the ſecond year of Adri-

ber of one thouſand two hundred and fifty, and threw them 
in Priſon, And not leng after the ſaid Alzzander, with Even- 
tas his Deacon, and Hermes, and the reſt, were burned in a 
furnace.

= the cruelty of the* Tyrant, ſuffered alſo the ſame mar- 
tyrdom.
